Negro troops who were

streets heard that a comrade had been 
spirited away, and hastily formed a 
party of about 
150 
men 
for the 
avowed purpose of rescuing him. They 
started In the direction the automo­ 
bile was reported to have gone, and 
were reported to have swept the side­ 
walks clean of women and children In 
the residence section as they went on 
their way. 
Military police, immediately 
upon 
hearing of the trouble, followed the 
negro soldiers in police patrols, and 
succeeded in overtaking and placing 
about 35 of them under arrest. 
This 
action, for a time, threatened to pre­ 
cipitate further troiiMle, when Major 
Caldwell, - negro commander. accord­ 
ing to police reports, declined to or­ 
der negro droops off the streets, as­ 
serting-they had a right 
streets as American citizens.
